I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year 

ended  31st  December,  1967o 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  population  of  the  district 
remains  the  same  as  last  year  (5*650). 

The  figures  for  the  number  of  births  during  the  year  is  81 
that  is  43  males  and  38  females 0 This  represents  a decrease  of  13  on 
the  previous  year's  figures  when  94  births  (51  males  and.  43  females)  were 
registered.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  85 
(43  males  and  42  females),  and  this  figure  shows  a decrease  of  ( 13)  on  that 
for  the  previous  year. 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  all  sites  numbered  14  representing  16.47^ 
of  all  deaths,  and  deaths  from,  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  was  classed 
as  being  responsible  for  7 deaths. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  18.3  per  1,000  live  births  in 
England  and  Wales  was  again  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  country,  our 
own  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  37»03  per  thousand  is  also  extremely  lew. 

A total  of  21  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  recorded 
(as  against  217  notifications  recorded  during  1966),  made  up  as  follows  : 
Measles  20  and  Tuberculosis  Respiratory  1. 

A national  programme  for  vaccination  of  all  susceptible  children 
against  Measles  has  now  been  commenced.  As  a first  step  the  Derbyshire 
County  Council  are  helping  in  this  campaign  by  arranging  for  all  susceptible 
children  between  their  fourth  and  seventh  birthdays  to  have  this  vaccination 
either  at  County  Council  Clinics,  or  at  their  families  own  doctor.  I wish 

to  recommend  all  parents  to  agree  to  this  scheme  as  about  1 in  every  15  persons 
with  Measles  suffers  from  a potentially  serious  complication. 
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I have  once  again  to  place  on  record  ray  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  to  Dr.  JlB.S.  Morgan, 
the  County  Medical  Officer,  to  the  G-eneral  Practitioners,  the  Clerk 
of  the  Council,  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  other  Chief  Officers, 
for  their  support  and  assistance,  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  thei 
untiring  efforts  during  the  year.

The  two  schemes  in  operation,  that  is  the  scheme  administered  by 
the  Chest  Physicians  on  the  one  hand  and  the  County  Council  on  the  other, 
continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year.  The  Scheme  administered  by  the 
Chest  Physicians  is  limited  to  children  who  have  been  in  contact  with  cases 
of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  and  the  County  Council  Scheme  is  for  school 
children  of  the  age  of  13  years  and  upwards. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 


No  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  been  notified  in  the  district  during  the 
year  under  review.

POLIOMYELITIS  AND  POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION. 


It  gives  me  great  pleasure  once  again  to  report  that  no  confirmed 
case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year,  but  freedom 
from  infection  can  only  be  maintained  if  parents  continue  to  bring  their 
children  for  vaccination.  This  statement  is  underlined  by  the  fact  that  at 
the  time  of  preparing  this  report,  several  cases  have  been  reported  in  other 
parts  of  the  country. 

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS. 

Arrangements  for  immunisation  against  these  two  complaints  is 
available  through  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  the  same  arrangements 
remained  in  force  throughout  the  year.  Injections  are  given  at  the  County 
Council  Clinic,  or  by  the  General  Practitioners  and  booster  doses  are 
given  after  the  recommended  interval  has  elapsed. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  - SECTION  47. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1951° 

These  two  Acts  give  authority  to  secure  necessary  care  and  attention 
for  persons  whos

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving 
from  other  persons  proper  care  and  attention.

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1967° 

During  the  year  forty  five  industrialised  houses  were  built  by  the 
Council  and  it  was  decided  to  supply  them  with  paper  sacks  for  refuse  storage 
and  collection  for  a trial  period  of  six  months.  Free  standing  fully  guarded 
galvanised  sack  holders  were  used  together  with  3 cu,ft0  one  ply  sacks.  The 
scheme  worked  very  well  and  was  liked  by  both  refuse  collector  and  householder. 

The  advantages  that  were  found  included  more  hygienic  conditions  of  refuse  storage, 
dustless  and  noiseless  collection  and  lighter  carries  for  the  refuse  collectors. 

As  the  scheme  involved  a small  number  of  houses  it  was  not  possible  to  achieve  any 
overall  saving  of  collection  costs,  but  the  collection  time  was  reduced  due  to 
the  fact  that  only  one  .journey  has  to  be  made  to  the  house  by  the  refuse  collector, 
as  against  two  journeys  when  using  the  normal  dustbin. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  decided  to  introduce  a paper  and 
plastic  sack  bin-lining  scheme  involving  400  Council  Houses- 

It  was  again  disappointing  to  note  the  small  number  of  applications  which 
were  received  for  improvement  grants  during  the  year  and  because  of  this  I can 
only  reiterate  m.y  comments  of  last  year.  There  are  many  houses  in  the  town  which 
require  improvement  and  it  is  essential  that  they  be  improved  so  that  they  do  not 
deteriorate  and  become  the  slums  of  the  future.  Provided  certain  conditions  are 
fulfilled  improvement  grants  are  a "gift”,  and  landlords  and  owner  occupiers  should 
improve  their  property  with  the  aid  of  them.  Wide  publicity  has  been  given  in 
the  town  encouraging  house  improvement  including  the  use  of  The  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  publicity  van. 

One  application  was  received  from  a tenant  of  sub-standard  property  asking 
the  Council  to  exercise  their  powers  of  compulsory  improvement  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1964°  In  due  course  preliminary  notices  were  served  setting 
into  operation  a complicated  and  lengthy  legal  procedure  to  secure  the  improvement. 

Inspections  of  premises  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act,  1963,  proceeded  steadily  for  the  first  half  of  the  year,  and  I am  now  happy 
to  report  that  approximately  fifty  per  cent  of  the  premises  in  the  town  have 
received  a general  inspection.  Unfortunate].;/,  owing  to  other  priorities  in  the 
Department,  a concentrated  programme  of  re-visiting  the  inspected  premises  was 
not  possible.  However,  most  of  the  occupiers  have  co-operated  in  time,  and 
carried  out  the  necessary  work  to  comply  with  the  Act. 

Many  food  premises  in  the  town  also  received  one  or  more  inspections  during 
the  year,  and  inspections  were  commenced  under  the  new  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls 
and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations,  1967" 
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Routine  meat  inspections  continued  in.  the  town,  but  the  fixed  times 
of  slaughtering  were  somewhat  disrupted  by  the  outbreak  of  foot  and  mouth  disease 
in  the  area.  I am  again  pleased  to  report  that  no  evidence  of  tuberculosis 
or  cysticercosis  bovis  was  revealed  by  post  mortem  inspection  of  the  animals 
slaughtered. 

Regular  sampling  of  untreated  milk  was  commenced  for  the  detection  of 
brucella  abortus  infection.  One  sample  was  found  to  be  infected,  and  further 
herd  samples  had  to  be  taken  to  isolate  the  infected  cow. 

I have  pleasure  in  thanking  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the 
year.

(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  in  quantity  and 
generally  satisfactory  in  quality. 

(b)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  both  raw  and  treated  water, 

A total  of  49  bacteriological,  1 chemical  and  49  partial 
chemical  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  both  at  the 
works  and  from  various  points  in  the  Urban  District.  Of 
the  49  bacteriological  samples  taken,  two  indicated  the 
presence  of  coliforms.  Further  checks  indicated  coliform- 
free  waters.
